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DETAILED ACTION 

Withdrawn Objections/Rejections 

1 . Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on August 29, 2008 are 
acknowledged and have been fully considered. Based on Applicants amendments and 
arguments, the withstanding rejections have been withdrawn and claims 1-32 are 
allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Pettersen et al., Tobacco mild mosaic virus (TMGMV) induces a lethal 
response in tropical soda apple (Solanum viarum Dunal), Phytopathology, June 2001, 
vol. 91, No. 6 supplement, pp. 71-72. Pettersen et al. teach Tobacco mild green mosaic 
virus (TMGMV), causing a lethal hypersensitive response in the noxious weed, tropical 
soda apple (TSA). However, Applicant submitted a 1 .132 declaration from each inventor 
explaining that Dr. Francis William Zettler (another named author in the publication) did 
not contribute to the concept of the claimed invention. Thus, the Pettersen publication 
could not be used as prior art against the instantly claimed invention. Therefore, the 
claimed invention is deemed free of the art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
